LONDON, (lP) — German planes 
launched the second daylight raid 
of the day on England this after- 
noon, intensifying apparent avia- 
tion preparations for a_ blitzkrieg. 
German bombers were reported as 
most active at many places on the 
southeast coast.

crossed the coast came on the third 
straight day of daylight raids. The 
sharp increase in air activity was 
met by Royal Air Force fighters 
and ground fire.

Doesn’t Make Sense 


This was rather surprising. Con-

Uncertainiy as to the future 
more than the past actions of Rus- 
sia or the Balkan states appeared 
to be the chief cause for concern 
in both Berlin and Rome, as the 
Red army completed its occupation 
of Bessarabia and Bukovina.

Galatz. Previous reports at Bucha- 
rest had said as many as 300 per- 
sons were killed at Galatz.
